A. Eckford, 38, state legislator and 
former advertising company head, was 
in a critical condition late Friday 
night at Grady hospital. 

Eckford was shot one time through 
the abdomen, the .38 caliber bullet 
fired by Mrs. George Eckford, 52, go- 
ing completely through his body just 
at the belt line. 

Mrs. Eckford, who now heads the 
advertising company Eckford formerly 
headed, told police that neighbors tele- 
phoned her two men were prowling in 
her backyard and that she fired two 
shots through a rear bedroom window, 


()ne of the bullets struck her former 


husband. Patrolmen Banks and Nor- 
ton made a blanket charge of “sus- 
picion” against Mrs. Eckford early 


Saturday morning and she was held | 
at the police station pending the out- | 


come of Eckford’s wound.

A silver casket allegedly containing 
the ashes of Mrs. Sarah E. Smith 
Scollard, long missing possessor of a 
fortune estimated as high as $14.000,- 
000, was brought here today by the 
widow of Reese R. Brown, Yakima 
capitalist accused of having taken $5,- 
000.000 from the wealthy woman. 

The bizarre turn in the five-year- 
old mystery came during the _ pen- 
dency of a suit by the guardian of 
Mrs. Scollard’s estate against Brown's 
estate, charging the latter took $8,- 
000,000 from the wealthy woman while 
acting as her attorney, and _ while 
she was mentally incompetent. 

Disappeared in 1929. 

Mrs. Brown said she found the cas- 
ket among the private effects of her 
husband only yesterday, and that she 
did not know why he had kept the 
matter a secret. She said she had 
brought it to Yakima as soon as pos- 
sible because she wanted to be “square 
with the world.” 

Accompanying the casket were pa- 
oe stating Mrs. Scollard, who had 
een known as “the Hetty Green of

England Seeks To Avoid Brann Says Growth of 
Economic Conflict on!

TONDON, June 22.—(4)—Great 
Britain today took steps to avoid a 
drastic economic conflict with Ger- 
many over the moratorium on inter 
est on the Dawes and Young loans. 


In a note to Baron Von Hoesch, the 
German ambassador. Sir John Simon, 
foreign secretary, suggested that the 
reich send a delegation to London te 
diseuss the situation. 

The note; strongly worded, was re- 
garded as an answer to threats of 
Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, president of the 
Reichsbank, to cut off commercial! re- 
lations with countries which set up 
clearing houses to obtain funds for 
their bondholders. 

The excess of German exports ‘to 
Great Britain over goods moving the 
other way was given by Sir Jobn 
as $77,000,000 in the 12 months end- 
ed last March. 

“This excess,” he wrote, “is suffi- 
cient to cover the interest on all Ger- 
man loans issued in London more 
than three years. 

“His majesty’s government has no 
desire to exclude German exports, nor 
do they desire to insist on any unrea- 
sonable demands for their bondhold- 
ers,

WASHINGTON, June 22.—()— 
Frank R. MeNinch today was re- 
named federal power commission 
chairman by President Rvosevelt, an 
appointment that by chance coincided 
with a new challenge to the power 
claims of the federal government, 

In reappointing McNiach to a five- 
year term, Mr. Roosevelt ignored the 
demand of Senato¥® Bailey, democrat, 
North Carolina, that McNinch, who 
opposed the election of the democratic 
presidential nominee of 1928, Alfred 
EK. Smith, be dropped from appoin- 
tive office. 

The Appalachian Electric Power 
Company, meanwhile, notified the 
power commission that it intended to 


proceed with construction of a dam) 


on the New river, in Virginia. The

Upon the outcome of the Appalach- 
ian’s challenge may repose the ques- 
tion of whether the feg@eral govern- 
‘ment can license or claim the right to 
lease power sites on many streams.

It was recalled such a petition was 
filed a fortnight ago against subsid- 
iaries of the Union Carbide and Car- 
bon Corporation, a concern proposing 
to build a dam about 40 miles down- 


stream from the Appalachian project |

The reappointment of MeNinch was 
viewed as forecasting a vigorous push 
by the administration tor rounding out 
all stages of the president's power- 
utility program, enunciated  hefore, 
during and since Mr. Roosevelt's elec- 


tion. 
Agrees With Chief. 

The appointment was viewed by 
friends of MecNinch as based on the 
fact that the chairman’s public power 
ideas were in close accord with those 
hekl by the president. 

MeNinch’s only public comment on 
his reappointment was: 

“I greatly appreciate this further 
expression of the president’s confi- 
dence and approval of m. official con- 
duct.” 

Under McNinch’s chairmanship, the 
power commission has begun a three- 
fold schedule of studies, based on Mr. 
Roosevelt’s power program. 

Under order of the president, it is 
engaged in a nation-wide survey of all 
power sites. 

Within the scope of this order 
came a report on a project long fa- 
by the president, development 


sector of the St. Lawrence river. 
Rates Being Studied. 

The commission also is making a 
comparison of electric rates for all 
principal communities of the country 
and a study of the costs of transmit- 
ting energy from hydroelvctric plants. 

The regular duties of the commis- 
sion include the general duty of in- 
vestigating applications for power pro)- 
ects and licensing such projects as 
are found to be warranted, with a 
view not only to power projects but to 
irrigation, flood control and naviga- 
tion, 

Reports by the commission on these 
subjects are expected to be used by 
Mr. Roosevelt in framing a request 
to the next congress for considera- 
tion of the broad national question of 
water use. The chief executive re- 
cently disclosed he proposed to make 
that suggestion to congress, 

For the first time in more than a 
year, the membership of the power 
commission was completed recently. 
The last vacancy was filled by Mr. 
Roosevelt’s appointment of Clyde L. 
Seavey, of California, whose recom- 
mendation was supported by Califor- 
nia’s independent republican senator, 
Hiram Johnson.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—(/)— 
An invitation for Harry M. Wood- 
ring, assistant secretary of war,’ to 
appear before a house committee in- 
vestigating war department purchases 
appeared likely today after a witness 
testified that he wrote a contract— 
later investigated by a grand jury— 
at Woodring’s specific direction. 

Colonel Joseph I. McMullen, chief 
of the war department’s patent sec- 
tion, testified that the contract was 
one involving the purchase by Jos- 
eph Silverman Jr. of a large quan- 
tity of surplus clothing from the 
army, 

The contract involved the sale of 
army surplus goods. 

No Indictments. 

The grand jury failed to return in- 
dictments but it severely criticized the 
activity of lawyer-politicians. Soon 
afterward a number of democratic 
politicians resigned their party posts. 
among them Robert Jackson, former 
secretary to the democratic national 
committee. who was mentioned in tes- 
timony today. 

McMullen yesterday flatly refused 
to answer questions about the con- 
tracts but he changed hi ind over- 
night and talked freely todat. 

The committee was told that the 
Silverman contract differed from tbe 
ordinary agreement covering the sale 
of surplus supplies in that a clause 
Was eliminated which forbade the re- 
sale in this country of goods disposed 
of by the war department. 

McMullen said the contract, drawn 
at Woodring’s direction, followed 

terms‘ outlined in a letter from Sil- 
verman.”

NEWU.S.LAWS HIT 
CRIME HARD BLOWS 


Lawrence Camp Explains 
Federal Clubs Enacted 
To Curb Lawlessness. 


Had the federal law dealing with 
fugitives from justice, enacted by the 
recent session of congress, been engct- 
ed before Robert E. Burns made his 
escape from a Georgia chain gang, 
that notorious fugitive would have 
been brought back to Georgia by fed- 
eral authorities, facing not only the 
charges against him in state courts, 
but an additional charge to be tried 
in the federal court of the northern 
district of Georgia. 

This point was made clear by Law- 
rence S. Camp, United States attorney 
for the northern district of Georgia, 
when he spoke before the Atlanta Ma- 
sonic Club Friday on the drastic new 
criminal statutes passed by congress. 
The speech was the feature of the 
luncheon meeting of the club held at 
the Frances Virginia tea room. 

It is now a federal offense, pun- 
ishable by fine of not more than 
$5,000 or imprisonment for not more 
than five years, to flee from one state 
to another for the purpose of avoiding 
prosecution for felony in the state 
courts, or to avoid giving testimony 
in such cases. Thus the federal courts 
will aid the state courts, by throwing 
all their force and abilities into the 
task of returning fugitives from the 
state for trial on the state’s charges. 

Other important new fedearl stat- 
utes dealing with crime cited by Mr. 
Camp included the amendment to the 
kidnaping law, which sets the penalty 
at death if the kidnaped person is not 
returned unharmed. Failure to re- 
turn the victim within seven days is 
held presumptive that he or she has 
been transported over a state line. 

Another law makes it a_ federal 
offense to rob any bank in the federal 
reserve system while yet another for- 
bids the sending of any extortion 
threat across a state line by any 
means whatsoever. The old law only 
applied to threats sent by mail. 

Yet another new law makes it a 
federal offense to kill any United 
States officer while engaged on his 
official duties. Hitherto the federal 
courts have only handled killings 
of revenue officers, while all others 
have been left to the state courts. 

The motor vehicle act has been ex- 
tended to include transportation of 
any stolen property valued at $5,000 
or more, while yet another deals with 
assisting inmates of penal institutions 
to escape or providing means to aid in 
their escape, in creation of riots, mu- 
tiny or other disorders. 

Mr. Camp credited the enactment 
of these important new laws to At- 
torney-General Homer 8S. Cummings. 
He pointed out that the enactment of 
them, some of which he termed the 
most drastice ever passed by congress, 
will add much work to the offices 
of United States district attorneys 
as well as to other officers of the 
federal government.

Homestead Tax Issue 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., June 22.— 
(UP)—Opponents of a proposed 
amendment to Florida’s constitution 
which would grant a $5,000 home- 
stead tax exemption scored a major 
victory today. 

Circuit. Judge J. B. Johnson grant- 
ed an injunction prohibiting printing 
and publication of the proposed 
amendment, scheduled to be yoted on 
in the November general election. 
Printing of proposed amendments 
prior to the voting on them is re- 
quired by state law. 

“I am of the opinion that the 
améndment would be unconstitutional 
and that publication of it now would 
be an unnecessary expenditure of 
public funds,” Judge Johnson said.

Hatfield, came to a climax Friday 
when the parents were acquitted by 
Judge Jesse M. Wood after a non- 
jury trial on charges of cruelty, and 
custody of the 1l-month-old boy was 
given to the Hatfields by Judge Gar- 
land M. Watkins, of juvenile court. 

The little family of three, with the 
aid of juvenile court authorities and 
persons who have become interested in 
the case of the little boy, who was 
found several days ago in the home 
of a negro woman, will soon be on the 
way back to the farm in Arkansas, 
wiser for their experience. 

In dismissing the case in city crimi- 
nal court, udge Wood said that 
“Southern tradition” is the only law 
which has been violated. 

Rosa Bass, the negro woman who 
had charge of the baby for six weeks, 


did away with any suspicion of mis- 
treatment on her part when under 
examination she qualified as an in- 
telligent and careful nurse and showed 
familiarity with modern methods of 
infant feeding and child-care. Juve- 
nile court investigators also testified 
that the place was clean and the child 
apparently in good hands. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hatfield told the court 
that they gave the child into Rosa’s 
care upon recommendation of J. Saul, 
who corroborated these statements, 

Judge Watkins told the couple that 
they may have their child and that he 
will help to arrange transportation 
for them to go to Mrs. Hatfield’s pa- 
rents in Arkansas, where they have 
another child five years old, and ex- 
pressed the hope that they will build 
up a new home for their children. Un- 
til transportation is arranged Judge 
Watkins ordered that the child be

AID ASKED IN DRIVE 
ON SLOT-MACHINES 


Jury Requests Key To 
Have Policemen on 
Beats Make Arrests. 


Fulton county grand jury called on 
Mayor Key Friday to exert his efforts 
to aid in ridding the city of slot- 
machines, 


In a letter addressed to the mayor 
it was pointed out that the machines 
are placed in various restaurants and 
other places throughout the city, and 
that the solicitor-general has been re- 
quested in future to present bills 
against the owners of establishments 
housing the machines as well as the 
lessors of the devices. 

The mayor was requested to direct 
the attention of Chief T. O. Sturdi- 
vant to the matter with instructions 
to have patrolmen make arrests in all 
instances of slot-machine operation 
on their beats. 

Friday afternoon Robert Carpenter, 
alderman from the sixth ward; came 
to the defense of certain types of 
machine, several of which were seized 
a few days ago by the solicitor’s raid- 
ing squad. 

Carpenter delivered a letter to May- 
or Key's office asserting that if the 
“pin ball” machine is a slot-machine 
nearly every business in the city is 
harboring a slot-machine: He also 
referred to various forms of lottery 
carried on by sundry organizations, 
mentioning the American Legion au- 
tomobile raffles, pool-room high score 
prizes and other contests. 

Mr. Carpenter charges that the so- 
licitor’s office has tended to mislead 
the grand jury to believe that cer 
tain of the machines seized from time 
to time are gambling devices. He 
further charges that merchants are 
“bluffed” into signing statements be- 
fore appearing before the grand jury 
as witnesses in such cases. 

Attention is directed to the fact as 
set forth in the letter that each ma- 
chine is licensed for $75 by the city 
and that the revenue from this source 
for the present year will amount to 
about $10,000.

Presbyterian Group 


Rejects Merger Plan 


OXFORD, Ohio, June 22.—(#)-- 
The general assembly of the United 
Presbyterian Church in North Amer- 


ica today decisively rejected a pro- 
posal of merger with the Presbyterian 
Church in the U. S&S A. 

The vote was 113 to 113. A two- 
thirds majority was required for ap- 
proval.
